Govern- 
ment and State Exhibits were the 
chief attractions, aud they were ex- 
tremely interesting. 
We enjoyed a

and the other groups showing the dif- 
ferent Army and Navy uniforms. 


We spent several hours visiting the 


various Slate buildings-Pennsylvania, 
modelled after Independence Hall, uncl 
containing line portraits of Ihe Signers; 
Massachusetts, a replica of Ibe Old 
State House, with miereitlngsehool ex- 
hibits; New Jersey and Connecticut, 
both tine Colonial Mansions, beautiful- 
ly furnished. In Ihe New Jersey house 
we registered, aud were presented with 
souvenir badges, which we added to 
the collection already worn, for of 
course we still wore our U. A. R. pins, 
our Stale badges and those of the Presw. 


iu the ConneetiL'ut building we saw 


more of the line old runilliirt, and I 
was particularly lulere^ted in the gen- 
eakixlcal charts, made and illuminated 
bv Mr. Camp of New Haven, which 
adorned many of Ibe walls. Other in- 
teresting buildings were ihe Army aud 
Navy Club Houae, and lhat of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy.

Daughters of the American Revolution 
was still unfinished, and lu* relics 
therefore noi yet ou exhibition. 


Tuesday we were present at ihu dedi- 


cation of [he Rhode Island House. I 
am proud to say that Rhode Island 
waa Ihe first Stste to break ground, ihe 
first lo finish, and only the fourth to 
dedicateits building,a very pretty one, 
also In Colonial arcuilecture. Its fur- 
niture is very simple aud appropriate. 
There lire some fine copies of portraits 
of Rhode Islanders, including two good 
ones of Oliver Hazard' Perry, one of 
Esek Hopkins, a due one of General 
Nathaniel (jreene, King (Jliariea I[ 
aud Queen Katharine, encli decoraled • 
with un appropriate Hug.; A large 
view of Ilia State Capitol, mill a por- 
trait of Governor Higgle face the door- 
way, while from the other side Presi- 
dent Roo=evelt looks down npon all. 
The exercises were mosl interesting, a 
welcoming speech by His Excellency 
Governor 
Hlggius 
nieueding 
tlie 


historical address by Hon. John Tag- 
gard lilodgeit, Associale Justice of thu 
Supreme Court of Rhode Island. 
Af- 


terward an iiiforiu.il 
reception was 


held, aud refreshmeuts were enjoyed. 
Judge Blo-Jgett had many photographs 
of Interesting documents pertaining to 
Rliode Isiaud history, aud belonging 
to tbe Stale Archives, some loo which 
hud beeu obtained from England, all 
of which will be iu the StaU'e exhibit.

Occasional 
excursions are to be run, but we could 
not wait for them, 33 my dream of go- 
ing to Jamestown Is still unrealised. 


After our exciting times, we spenl 


one quiet day at Old Point Comfort, 
where we euloyed tutting on the piazza 
aud watching tlie little launches from 
tiie w*r ships, German, English and 
United States, bobbing around lu the 
harbor and lauding ihe sailors ol tbe 
dlllereul nallous. It was an Inspira- 
tion to we Norlh aud South, Great Brl 
tain and America united In theceifbra 
(Ion of this anniversary. Our own Jack- 
les weregood hosls, luiiiBure.and frater- 
nized huppily with Ihelr brothers of 
olher lands. Red coats weie familiar 
features, and one heard German quite 
as frequently aa Kngllsh. 


Ou Thursday, our last day In Nor- 


folk, we had a fine Irlp 16 Hampton, 
where we were fortunate enuusth lo 
hear the anniversary exercl-ei of Ihe 
liibtilule. Here, too, our lltlle Slate 
was In the foreground, for, to our great 
pleasure, our own Bishop McYickarof 
Jthode Island, who Is Vice President 
of Ihe Institution, was on the plat- 
form, and presented the graduating 
uIw-H to the Trustees.

That night we 
lad a fair passage to Washington, 
vhere we arrived'In safety, and where 
iur little parly separaled, after 
our 


ventful irip lo the South. 
Just one word about the Exposition. 


As it was undertaken in a reverent 
pirit, a patriotic rather than a business 
Movement, I hope lhat the dittlcullles 
»-||l be overcome and the plans all suc- 
'essfully carried out. With the advaut- 
geof a situation on Hampton Roads, 
ii*torlc and attractive, this'ought lo 
urpass in beauty and Interest some of 
lie other Exhloltti.us we have bad.
